The reply filed November 1 1, 2006 is not fully responsive to the prior non-finai Office action mailed October 4, 2006 because 
Applicants did not elect a polynucleotide that encodes a protein of Figure 2 as set forth in the Election/Restrictions. Figure 2 
consisted of Figures 2A-Figures 2F, which corresponded to several different sequences. Applicants are reminded that "a 
polynucleotide" and "a polypeptide" is regarded as one molecule. Applicants have amended claim 1 1 to encompass three separate and 
distinct polynucleotides, which have not been shown to share a common core structure and consequently are different inventions. The 
sequences are determined to be unrelated and are composed of different deoxyribonucleic acids. 

In order to be fully responsive Applicants should elect a polynucleotide. Currently, claim 1 1 is directed to three different inventions 
and once Applicants select one invention reading on one sequence the claim will embrace nonelected inventions.
